WASHINGTON, Sept. 18—Euro 
pean debtor nations last night had 
let their last opportunity for a legal 
postponement of war debt principal 
paymen‘s totalling $50,005,8 slip 
by without action. This sur falls 
due December 15, in addition to 
interest payments of $102,747,784 
The funding agreement provide 


that if a nation gives 90 days’ notice 


it may defer an installment 
principal 

When the United States ry 
closed tts doors Saturday no such 
jnotices had been received

did not construe this lack of notice 
as indication of an intention to pa 
To the contrary, they expect the 
situation on December 15 to be ver 
similar to that of last June 15, when

If Canada had a central bank, with 
power to control the money supply in the 
interests of price stability, the same up- 
ward trend of the price level could have 
been started here long ago. Better still, 
the downward rush of prices and values 
three vears ago could have been stayed 
It is doubtful if much real inflating would 
have had to be done. The knowledge that 
it could be done, and would be done if 
necessary, would have discouraged the 
grand stampede to turn everything into 
money end then hoard the money. 

Philip Snowden stated the case accur- 
ately two vears ago when he said, “People 
have lost faith in the value of everything 
but money.” The cure for that mania is 
to tell them officially that money is going 
to lose something of its buying power. 
Then they will start buying “while the 
buying is good,” money will move on its 
rounds again, price suppression will cease, 
and values tend to come into balance. 

What has happened in the United 
States, under nothing more serious than 
a threat of inflation, shows why Canada 
needs a central authority always on the 
job and clothed with the necessary power 
to regulate the supply of money in a way 
to maintain a reasonably constant price 
level

WHY DO WE NEED PROTEIN? 

to most people the word protein means meat 
Of course there are other kinds of protein such a 
in fish, eggs, milk, nuts, gélatin, cheese, and 
beans and peas. The instinct for regarding mest 
as the mest important protein is perfectly sound 
for lean beef is one of the finest forms of protein 

When we start to talk about meat, we bring up 
a subject that has begun more 
arguments than any other in the 
field of dietetics. Undoubtedly, 
I hear more questions about 
meat than about any other food 
The following are some of the 
most common: Why do we need 
protein such as meat? Can a 
person live on nothing but meat 
Can he live without eating meat” 
Why do children need meat- 
How much meat should I eat a 
day? Does meat cause high 
blood pressure? Is it wrong to 
use meat and milk together? Do 
Dr. F. McCoy = eat and bread combine well 
at the same meal? Is meat an acid-forming food? 

In today’s article 1 am going to answer some of 
these questions and I will try to tell you why pro- 
tein foods are important and why we can get healt} 
from meat. The name protein comes from the 
Greek word which means “to take first place.” This 
means that it takes first place among moterials 
found in the living body. The reason that protein 
takes first place is that it is the only food material 
which may be used to build new muscular and 
glandular tissues. The cells worn out through wear 


that 


and tear are re-built out of materials taken from 
protein. You are not able to do this repair work 
wtih any other food — protein is the only one 
which will do it 

To make it even simpler, let me say it this way 
protein is the one food on which you could live 
the longest. A protein is made up of many parts 
called amino-acids, of which there may be 18 in 
one article of food. During digestion the protein 
is broken down into its several parts and from 
these the body re-builds the tissues it needs. If a 
over 14 of the amino-acids, it is 
able to sustain life and is colled a complete pro- 


teir example. If it does not contain 
a su er of the amino-acids of the right 
kind, it is an incomplete protein, of which gela 
tin an cample 


Proteins have been compared to jigsaw puzzles 
The complete protein is the same as the whole 
puzzle joined together and the amino-acids are the 
same as the pieces In a good form of protein all 
the pieces are there and you are able to use them 

build up a good picture of health in your body 
In a poor form of protein some of the pieces are 
missing and you would never be able to get the 
whole picture. You could go even farther to com- 
pare the many kinds of protein you eat each day 
les. After digestion, 
the body chooses a piece from this jigsaw puzzle 


to many different jigsaw puz 


and a piece from that one and builds up a totally 
new kind of picture. At the end of the process 
of putting all these little pieces together you have 


been able to repair the different kinds of tis- 


sues all over the body 
as an up-keep food. Because protein is the only 
food which may be used to make good the parts 
lost in the wear and tear, it is an indispensable 


food and you cannot get along without it 


In this way, protein serves 


Children, especially, need protein to build the 
“ew body tissues which we call growth. A gooa 
diet for healthy children should include meat, eggs, 
and milk. I know that many children are actually 
kept on a diet which is too low in protein because 
people have the idea that meat is not good for 
them. On the contrary, wholesomely cooked meat 
is one of the foods the child needs most 

It is a big mistake to neglect protein because 

ich foods are expensive. At least one-fifth of all 
ir food money should be spent for meat, eggs 
and perhaps milk. One way that you may cut 


down the meat bill is to buy cheaper cuts of meat 
which require long cooking to make them tender 
Many people tryto reduce the food bill by leaving 
out the protein foods and filling up on starches, 
iis a mistake, since starchy foods do not 
take the place of protein foods
